CONTROLLING DROPLET SIZE

APPLICATION HEIGHT

Applications should not be made ata height greater than 10 feet above the top of the target plants unless a greater
height is required for aircraft safety. Making applications at the lowest height that is safe reduces exposure of droplets
to evaporation and wind.

SWATH ADJUSTMENT

When applications are made with a crosswind, the swath will be dlSplaced downwind. Therefore, on the up and

In a center pivot system, block the nozzle set nearest the well/pivot/injection
unit to prevent spray being applied to this area. Use of end guns which deliver uneven distribution of water is not
recommended. Where sprinkler distribution patterns do not overlap sufficiently, unacceptable insect control may
result. Allow sufficient time for pesticide to be flushed through all lines and all nozzles before turning off irrigation
water. JUSTICE Insecticide may be applied in conjunction with chemically neutral liquid fertilizers. Application in
conjunction with highly alkaline fertilizers, such as aqueous ammonia, may cause a degradation of the pesticide,
resulting in reduced performance and should be avoided.

Spray Preparation

Remove scale, pesticide residues, and other foreign matter from the chemical tank and entire injector system. Flush
with clean water. Prepare a solution of JUSTICE Insecticide in a mix tank. Fill the tank with %2 or % the desired
amount of water. Start mechanical or hydraulic agitation. Slowly add the required amount of JUSTICE Insectumde
and then the remammg volume of water.

Sprinkler lrrigation

Follow all System Requirements and Application Instructions above. Set sprinkler system to deliver a maximum of 0.2
inch of water per acre.

Wind speed must be measured adjacent to the application site on the upwmd side, immediately prior to
application.

Additional Requirements for Aerial Applications

The spray boom should be mounted on the aircraft as to minimize drift caused by wingtip or rotor
vortices. The minimum practical boom length should be used and must not exceed 75% of the wing span
or 80% rotor diameter.

. Flight speed and nozzle orientation must be considered in determining droplet size.

Spray must be released at the lowest height consistent with pest control and flight safety. Do not release
_spray at a height greater than 10 feet above the crop canopy unless a greater height is required for aircraft
safety.

When applications are made with a cross-wind, the swath will be displaced downwind. The applicator
must compensate for this displacement at the downwind edge of the application area by adjusting the path
of the aircraft upwind.

" Mixing and Application Instructions for JUSTICE Insecticide
